¡the part of deciduous fruit growers 
to discontinue orchard care and to 
! lay down on the job as soon as the 
jcrop is harvested. 
The ex perience 
, of the past season w ith 
the 
poor 
crops that have b een ob tained and 
the ab normal condition of the trees 
have only served to em phasize this 
fa ct. In many orchards throughout 
the state the trees have gone through 
the past season in a weakened con­ 
dition. This has resulted in some in- 
! stances in die-b ack and in others b y 
I the setting of a crop b ut failure to 
put out and m ature leaves. 
In m any 
| cases the fruit and b ranches have 
| ex uded gum. and in still others the 
trees entered the season in such a 
weakened condition that fruit b uds 
1 either did not come out or were too 
weak to set fruit. 
In practically every instance the 
! cause of such a condition 
can b e 
traced b ack to the poor care that 
was given to the orchard after the 
crop m atured the previous 
season. 
In order to understand 
just, 
what 
practices should b e followed it may 
b e well b riefly to review what takes 
place in a deciduous tree during a 
norm al season.

Buds S tart Swe lling 
The first activity in the spring is 
the swelling of the b uds. 
The first 
warm w eather b rings forth the b los­ 
soms and leaves and activity for the 
season b egins. 
For a considerab le 
period all the food that is used b y 
the tree comes from that which has 
b een stored up the previous season. 
Until the leaves lose their succulent 
condition and take on a dark green 
color 
they 
are 
using 
up 
all the 
starch they m anufacture. 
After b e­ 
coming wax y and dark green in color 
they b egin to m anufacture a surplus 
which is stored b ack in the stem s 
for use in other parts of the tree. 
Ab out the tim e that length growth 
ceases a general food reserve b e­ 
gins to accum ulate which is all im­ 
portant in the m aking of vigorous 
fruit b uds for the coming season. At 
this period, late sum m er and fall, all 
the energies of the tree are confined 
to the storing up of food in the trunk, 
limb s, and b ranches for nex t year’s

use. 
As soon as their work is done 
its leaves are shed. 
Food Storage Vital. 
The point to bear in mind is that 
the success of next season’s crop de­ 
pends to a very large extent upon 
just how much food is stored now. 
Thus one can readily realize that 
it is all important that conditions be 
made favorable for the storing up of 
large quantities of food to mature 
fruit buds and for use in the fore 
part of next season. 
The amount of 
food stored and the condition of the 
fruit buds depends upon the length 
of time that leaves are maintained in 
a healthy condition. Anything which 
tends to cause a deciduous tree to 
go dormant before it should do na- 
utrally will reduce the amount 
of 
food storage. 
It is vital therefore 
for growers to do everything in their 
power to make conditions favorable 
for the trees to hold their leaves late 
in the season. 
There are means of 
insuring 
a 
healthy leaf condition which every 
grower having an irrigation system 
can use to advantage. 
It has been 


j found that the greatest factor for 
causing a tree to do dormant prema­ 
turely is insufficient moisture. Prof. 
J. W . Nelson, who conducted a num­ 
ber of demonstrations in this county 
on soil problems recently, pointed 
out very early clearly what has tak­ 
en place in deciduous orchards of 
the state. 
1918 Rainfall. 
In 1918 the rainfall came early in 
the season and at a time when the 
trees could utilize the moisture for 
maturing fruit buds and storing up 
food. 
The result was that there was 
a good crop the following season 
throughout the state. 
In 1919, how­ 
ever, winter rains did not come until 
very late. 
Hundreds of borings into 
the soil throughout the state showed 
dry 
soil 
from 
Ju ly 
to 
.January. 
Leaves matured and dropped before 
they had completed their normal life 
cycle. 
The food reserve was, as a 
result, insufficient properly to ma­ 
ture fruit buds and much below the 
requirements of the trees for even 
maintenance. 
Consequently, 
poor 
crops were obtained and weakened 
condition was general. 
There were, however, 
here 
and 
there, orchards which produced excel­ 
lent crops of good fruit. 
In the sur­ 
vey it was found that the orchards 
which were never allowed to suffer 
for water were the ones which pro­ 
duced good crops. 
Those orchards 
were irrigated as soon as the crop 
was off to keep them normal for fruit 
bud formation and food storage. 
As 


j soon as the leaves had fallen they 
were irrigated again to carry them 
I through the winter. 
Points Out Danger. 
There is one factor which should 
j not he overlooked, and that is that 
where soils have been allowed to dry 
i out during the summer it is danger­ 
ous to apply a complete irrigation 
after the fruit has been harvested. 
That often results in a production of 
i vegetative growth, using up the food 
| that has been stored and preventing 
; the storing of more food. 
In such a 
case only a small amount should be 
added, enough to keep 
the 
trees 
normal. 
The important thing is to 
store up enough during the dormant 
period, so that it w ill not be neces­ 
sary to apply very large amonnts 
during the growing period. 
This can 
be done in heavy soils, but with light 
soils it is 
necessary 
to 
keep 
the 
moisture supply uniform by more fre­ 
quent irrigations. 
Growers should disregard rainfall 
and irrigate according to the needs 
of the soil and not the season of the 
year. 
An investment in a soil auger 
w ill go a long ways towards enabling 
a grower to find out what the subsoil 
conditions are.

RICE ASSN. CHIEF 
DEINES REPORT OF 
HEAVY FLOOD LOSS 


OAKLAND, 
Dec. 15 .—False im­ 
pressions have been created by the 
reports of the recent storm’s actions 
on the California rice crop, accord­ 
ing to W . D ’Egilbert, president o f 
the Western Rice Growers and ne 
| of the largest growers of rice in the 
state. D’Egilbert says that not mo re 
than ten per cent of the crop remain- 
I ing in the fields at the time o f the 
storm is damaged and that two -thirds 
i o f the harvest wras in before the 
I rains. 
"The only damage,” said D ’Egil­ 
bert, “ was to the shocked rice in 
I certain low-lying parts of the valley 
the Western Rice Growers and one 
j and this -was because the floods 
; washed it away. This damage was 
spread over a territory 
from 
sixty 
| to seventy mile».* long 
and 
thirty 
miles wide and did not amount to 
more than 3000 sacks. 
“ Two million sacks of rice were 
threshed before the storms or about 
two-thirds of the crop. Any rice that 
is well shocked and that was not 
washed out w ill Btand and can be 
harvested next April as well as to­ 
day. In other words the great part 
of the crop left Is in no danger.” 
D’Egilbert believes that the rice 
acreage in California w ill be cut in 
half next year or that there w ill be 
but 75,000 acres devoted to the crop | 
in place of more than 125 ,000 acres.

Although the operations being con­ 
ducted jointly, under the asupices of 
the California Department of Agri­ 
culture and the U. S. Biological sur­ 
vey in the control of predatory ani­ 
mals, coyotes, wolves, etc., have been 
under way but little over one month, 
much of value has been accomplished 
already and great promise for the 
future work is apparent. 
Charles G. Poole and S. E . Piper, 
representing the Biological survey 
and Superintendent W . C. Jacobsen 
and A. E. Gray, of the California De 
partment of Agriculture have con­ 
ducted surveys and demonstrations 
for the benefit of stock raisers and 
farmers of Nevada county, resulting 
in the destruction of many coyotes 
and other predatory animals. 
In Yuba county, the sheep raisers 
have asked that the work be extend­ 
ed to their county. 
After a survey 
of the northern coast counties, ex­ 
tending through the first half of 
November, the operations were shift­ 
ed to Santa Cruz county where dur­ 
ing the period from November 17 to 
24, a ground 
squirrel 
and 
coyote 
poisoning demonstration was held in 
the vicinity of W atsonville for *h e 
purposeo f establishing the 
sound­ 
ness of the present methods in force. 
The results of 
this 
demonstration 
were eminently satisfactory and con­ 
vincing, especially as 
regards 
the 
eradication of coyotes from a given 
locality. 
In three nights of actual 
operation six coyotes were destroyed 
and others are known to have suc­ 
cumbed to the poison although not 
found at the time of the last “ check­ 
up” by officers of the bureau. 
It w ill be the policy of the depart­ 
ment co-operative service to make 
such demonstrations whenever pos­ 
sible to do so, especially in locali­ 
ties that are known to be heavily in 
fested with coyotes and other preda­ 
tory animals with the end in view of 
establishing in the minds of stock 
and ranch men, the superiority of up- 
to-date methods over 
the - old-time 
system of haphazard or indifferent 
control. 
Heavy rains m aterially interfered 
during the month and cut short even 
the limited time that could be devot­ 
ed 
to 
demonstration 
work. 
S. E. 
Piper, assistant biologist, of the Bu­ 
reau of Biological survey, 
was 
in 
charge of the work and is responsible 
for the perfection 
of 
the 
poison 
formula that is proving so success­ 
ful in coyote control. 


At a recent meeting of the horti­ 
cultural board at Birmingham, Ala­ 
bama, in connection with the recent­ 
ly discovered introduction 
of 
the 
Mexican bean beetle in that vicinity, 
it was disclosed that a number of 
fields had been located where com­ 
plete destruction has occurred with­ 
in a month, and there is no question 
but that the outbreak is a serious 
one for the bean and cowpea-grow- 
ing sections of the eastern and south­ 
ern United States. Even where spray­ 
ing with arsenicals has been resort­ 
ed to as a control measure in Alaba­ 
ma, it has been only partially suc­ 
cessful although the insects are evi­ 
dently repelled to some extent by 
this treatment. Characteristic injury 
to the green pods of snap beans was 
noted, the insects evidently having 
been repelled from the foliage by ar­ 
senical spraying, the bean pods at­ 
tacked 
being 
entirely 
ruined for 
consumption.

FOR ALFALFA PEST 


Eugene S. Kellogg, county horti­ 
cultural commissioner of Santa Bar­ 
bara county, urges attention to the 
possibility of introducing the alfalfa 
weevil into California through the 
medium of cars hauling cattle, in a 
report to the California Department 
of Agriculture recently. 
He says: 
“ It is the practice of 
the cattlemen of this county and of 
neighboring counties to go into the 
adjoining states during 
the 
early 
winter to purchase 
surplus cattle. 
Due to the fact that the ranges are 
covered with snow, 
the 
cattle 
in 
these neighboring states must 
he 
fed, whereas, the grass in this state 
is just starting and our ranges are 
at their best. 
It is the time of the 
year when cattlemen of the neighbor­ 
ing states wish to dispose of cattle 
and the time when California cattle­ 
men wish to buy. 
“ The cars in which the cattle are 
shipped come directly from the point 
of loading and unless precautions are 
taken, in my opinion, there is likeli­ 
hood 
of 
bringing 
in 
the 
alfalfa 
weevil with these shipments^ 
“ Of 
course cattle are generally 
taken off the cars and fed at points 
along the line and unless bedding is 
thrown into the 
cars 
these 
cars 
would not constitute any more of a 
menace than any 
ordinary 
freight 
cars. 
It is customary among most 
cattlemen to sand the bottom of the 
cars to keep the cattle from slipping 
and if this sand could be substitute« 
we would not run much risk of bring­ 
ing in weevil. 
“ I know that several thousand head 
of cattle brought in annually, some 
of them coming from weevil infested 
areas and it occurred to 
me 
that 
there is an opportunity to do some 
work along the line of regulating the 
shipment of these cattle, particular­ 
ly as regards the bedding used in the 
cars.”
